Last week the Council of the League of Nations declared itself 
- ready to terminate the Mandate for Iraq, when Iraq has given the 
guarantees in respect of the protection of minorities, freedom of 
conscience and public worship, the interests of foreigners, and so 
on, suggested by the Permanent Mancates Commission. We may 
now regard it as certain that Iraq will formally accept minorities 
obligations (though their precise form is yet unsettled) and will be 
admitted to the League of Nations during the Assembly to be held 
next September.

1 asked a noted 
Jowish member of the teaching body whether he could be of any 
assistanee. He told me that his daughter—e brilliant girl—had only 
just succeeded im obtaining a teacher's position, after a prolonged 
-viod of unemployment, and that she had had to go abroad for it. 
At about the-gam time I was fold of a young Jew who had graduated 
as a dentist, with great distinction. But, having obtained his 
diploma, he found himself up against a brick wall. His people were 
very poor, They could not give him the money to set up in practice 
in the profession for which he had so de‘erminedly and bravely

is attending to the question in its own sweeping and drastic fashion. 
According to a writer in the ConTeMPoRARY Review, “ten thousand 
superfluous (Jewish) professional men are to be converted into 
industrial labourers” during the next three years. I do not suggest 
that we should force our young Jewish intelligentsia into factories, 
even if that were possible in this free country, or that the numbers 
of our professional men have reached a stage when such heroic, or 
un-heroic, methods are debatable. In Palestine, it is true, Jewish 
University men, Chalutzim, do not think it beneath them to work 
on the roads. I heard Mr. Ramsay MacDonald rise to heights of 
lyrical fervour when describing their labours during the debate on 
the famous White Paper. But these magnificent young pioneers 
are not so much working for a career as fighting for a cause! 


| MAY be asked what purpose I can have in this talk upon Jews 

in@professions. I can state it in a sentence—to ask the Jews 
of this country to pause for a moment and consider whether the 
trend to the professions is a healthy one, whether the road to a 
professional occupation is necessarily paved with either money or 
glory. Iremember once reading a book about modern Greece, which 
pictured the population of that country as an educated proletariat, 
unemployed, and useless for the real tasks of the national life. I do 
not want—however remote such a contingency be at this stage—to 
see English Jewry reduced to even the semblance of such a 


condition. 


AGREE with Zangwill that there is no reason why all the clever 
Jewish children should go into professions, and only the dull 
ones, or supposedly dull ones, into trades. I believe that, in the 
intense industrial rivalry of the modern world, this country needs all 


the talents at its citizens’ command. I would like to see clever 


Jewish boys set to learn the ropes in the great staple industries of | 


this country, in which for some reason or another they have hitherto 
taken little or no part, so that they may afterwards use their abilities 
to revive the prosperity of thdse industries. If they would do that 
they would earn the gratitude of the country, instead of courting 
the sneer that the Jew is not a producer. 
HERE is another point in this connection which, I think, needs 
emphasising. Not only must we get rid of the idea, so far as 
it is consciously harboured, that manual work is an inferior occu- 
pation—it is a totally un-Jewish notion, as the tradés followed by 
noted Rabbis of the past attest—but we must see 'to it that there is a 
wider choice of industrial occupation. The Industrial Committee of 
the Jewish Board of Guardians bave, I believe, long been alive to this 
necessity. It needs to be impre:sed more and more on our people. 
The existence of what are called “ Jewish Trades " has been overdone, 
TP “AKE tailoring, for instance. I have never understood why Jews, 
with their heroic history, took to making clothes for the rations, 
or haw “The people of the Book" came to be the people of the needle. 
I am reminded, in this connection, of the jest of “The Virgin 
Queen,” who, when a deputation of cighteen tailors waited upon 
her, greeted them with the remark “Sit down, gentlemen both!” 
Note the reference to the tailoring status involved in this sardonic 
pleasantry. I have nothing to say against tailoring, which obviously 
performs an indispensable function in life, whatever may be the 
case in the South Sea Islands. But tailoring, in the past, has 


ident fied us with the sweat-shop and, in any case,a people may have — 


more tailors than are good for it, or necessary. 
N Germany, where educated young Jewesses find difficulty in 
obtaining professional positions, what has been called “ a revolu- 
tiom in ideas " has been demanded by Jews themselves—that is to say, 
greater adaptation and the discovery of new occupations. In pur- 
suance of this idea the Reichsbund Jiidischer Frontsoldaten recently 
laid the foundations of a Jewish colony, while the garden school at 
Ahlem has again come into the foreground of Jewish interest. I 
suppose that itis a hopeless notion to expect British Jews to take to 
the soil. But I cherish the belief that nothing is impossible in 
Jewish history, and, af er all, was not Judea an agricultural State? 
The signs are pointing to a brighter era in British agriculture, and 
we may yet see—who knows ?—British Jews reproducing the miracles 
of the Holy Land, and earning respect and admiration as farmers in 
wide stretches of rural England in which they have hitherto hardly 
set foot, amd where they are now practically unknown.

WHY ARE THE SYNAGOGUES ON THE DOWN GRADE? 


Your correspondent, Mr. Joseph Porton, attributes the falling 
away of our youth from orthodox Synagogues ‘*o the contents and 
presentation of the services. He rightly assumes that no help 
towards an “ Alternative Prayer Book” is to be expected from our 
epiritual leaders. Experience shows that they are so securely tied 
to the letter of orthodoxy that they cannot even remedy the old 
scandal of gabbling prayers in the Synagogue towhich a correspond- 
ent recently called attention in your columns. I fear Mr. Porton is 
over sanguine in thinking that help to solve our religious problems, 
however pressing their nature, will come from our lay leaders. 
So far as I have observed, these truly excellent men are not 
interested in spiritual matters, beyond successfully bolstering up an 
ecclesiastical administration which is powerless, even if desirous, to 
grant the most moderate and reasonable reforms. The remedy is 
in the hands of the rank and file of the Community. One day some 
congregation will, to its lasting honour, have the courage to intro- 
duce, with the guidance of its Minister, modifications into its services. 
Then, the Heavens will not fall. Our leaders, lay and spiritual, will 
sit up and content themselves with takiog notice. For, as a matter 
of fact, what else could they do /—GERMANE.

to the spiritual.” Ican think of no finer example in our Prayer-book. 
where thoughts are changed most emphatically from the material to 
the higher level. Reading just a few words further in this very same 

prayer we find Sow ANW oh, “a life in 

“which the love of the Law and the fear of Heaven shall cleave to us.” 
Here, indeed, is the request for spiritual comfort and guidance. To 

cut down serviees. and omit prayers from the services would be a 

catastrophe of the first magnitude. All that is necessary to bring 

up Synagogue attendances seems, to me at least, to be that more 

sermons are arranged not on the perplexing problems of everyday 

life—these matters are dealt with much more ably out of the Syna- 

gogue-—but on religions problems; and if these were delivered in a 

manner more palatable to youth, I have no doubt whatever that 

herein would lie the secret of larger attendances. It has only to be 

observed, that when a popular speaker is due to enter the pulpit of 

a well-known Synagogue in East London on a Friday night, the 

attendance is enormously increased, and this is ample evidence of 
the ciuse of the deficiency in numbers elsewhere.—Mr. DAviIp

The Failure of Anglo-Jewry. 


MR. PERLZWEIG’'S SEVERE CRITICISM. 

“Bad as the conditions are—and I think they are very: bad 
indeed—there is still a possibility that a new movement of thought 
and a new exhibition of courage will save the Anglo-Jewish Com. 
munity from complete collapse.” 

This was’ cne of the statements made by the Rev. M. |. 
Perlzweig, speaking on Sunday evening, on “~The Failure of 
Modern. Anglo-Jewry,” at a meeting of the University of London 
Jewish Students’ Union, held at Jews’ College, under the Chairman 
ship of Mr. GrorGr STONE. | | 

Mr. PerLzweta first spoke in terms of comparison. Let them 
compare the spiritual and intelleetual condition of Anglo-Jewry 
to-day with that of, say, twenty-five years ago. Then they had such 
intellectual: giants as Israel Zangwill, Israel Abrabams, Lucien 
Joseph Jacobs and Solomon Schechter. Where, he asked, were thie 
giants of to-day? Mr. Perlzweig next spoke of the spiritual failure of 
Zionism in this country. He did not think it was any exaggeration, le 
said, to say that the Zionist movement in Great Britain had becom. 
very largely a movement forthe collecting of funds. The last charse 
which he made against Anglo-Jewry was its insularity so far as 
great Jewish movements were concerned. At the present moment, 
he said, the great and historic Jewries of Central Europe were on 
the edge of a precipice and they might at any moment read that the 
fabric of Jewish life which had been built up slowly, painfully and 
self-sacrificingly through centuries of endeavour, had been com 
pletely destroyed. The Jewries of Central Europe were being 
threatened by forces more powerful than had ever confronted tlic 
House of Israel since the era of emancipation. Yet Anglo-Jewry 
knew and cared little about it. Where were the great Jewis!) 
leaders, leaders in the struggle for Jewish rights like those who lei 
Anglo-Jewry in the ‘eighties of the last century ? | They were 4 
timid generation to.day and they lacked the courage and the Jewish 
feeling of those who went before them. 

When the time came—as come it must—when events woul) 
make it necessary to summon a world Congress representative of 
all Jewries, the Anglo-Jewish Community would be bound to make 
®& very important contribution to its leadership and the work o! 
formulating its policy. It was, therefore, of the utmost importance 
for the sake of world-wide Judaism that they should build up 4 
strong and self-respecting Jewish Community in this country. Mr. 
Perlzweig then made a number of concrete suggestions as to what 
in his opinion they as a Community could do.

A Call to Service.

Blessed art thow, O Lord our God, kin7 of the universe. who 
makest firm the steps of man... . Who girdest Israel with power 
Who crownest Israel with glory ... . Who givest strength to 
weary. 
You will see that I have gone for my text to the Siddur. The 
1 wish Prayer-Book ts one of the greatest products of the Jewish 
venius, an outcome of the Divine Spirit, Ruach Hakodesh, working 
ugh the Congregation of Israel. Throbbing with Prophetic 
sais, and itself the spiritual fruit and flow: ring of Biblical 
aspiration and noblest Rabbinic thought—the classical phrases of 
Siddur have indeed a unique grandeur, simplicity and depth. 
s, we shall see that our text will lead us to the heart of our 
va and Heftcra,as well as bring a message to both Jew and 
Jew'in these times of instability and perplexity. 
(he first of the Blessings I have chosen is: “ B'essed art thon. 
0 Lord our Ged, king of the universe, who makesit firm the steps of 
Now the root of the Hebrew word for “ makest firm” has, in 
usoge, the additional meanings of decision and intention. This 
liecssing, therefore, implies that God p'anted within the soul of man 
the power of choosing the way of his life and walking thetein with 
i and steadfastness. It is thus, in effect, an assertion of 
mora! freedom. Instead of man béing a helpless slave of 
environment, a feeble play-thing of every circumstance, he can go 
vrd with eoselous purpose towards the goal which God's Law 
before him., 
srael early learned this lesson. With decision and steadfast. 


our ancestors marched out of Egypt, towards Sinai; onward to 
thas ud of their fathers. And despite their murmurings and 
hackslidings during the forty years’ wandering in the wilderness, 


the faith in Ged that beeame theirs at the Red Sea gave them a 
fiimness of step that enabled them and their descendants after 
thom to wiumph over all Amaleks, enter the Holy Land, and write 


i ir story in letters of eternity in the annals of man. 
lhe Haftora tells the same tale two centuries later. It brings 
back to our memory’ the darkest period in Israei’s history—the 


period of the Judges. “In those days there was no king in Israel; 
every man did that whiclt was right in his own eyes.” In that age 
of weak-kneed leaders ond cautious patriots, Deborah arises—a 
Mother in Israel; rouses her contemporaries from the sleep of 
srvitude: fille them with the ardent desire to regain their national 
edom: and kindles within them the sacred resolve to proceed 
firmly and steadfastly on the path of their national destiny. ~ Omy 
soul, march on with strength,” is her. watchword. The victory 
immortalised in her magnificent Ode of Triumph settled the fate of 
‘Palestine, and. a great many other things, for all time. It showed 
that a righteous remnant of Israel's rons and daughters—a small 
minority that is stromg and unshaken in loyalty to God and the 
i can withstand all the shocks of history and transmit the 
heritege of Israel unto the end of days. 

Such are the men and women that Israel needs to-day. The 
calamitous statesmansbip of the years after the War has sown the 


wind of distrust and hatred among the nations, and the peoples of 
‘he earth are now reaping the whirlwind of confusion and disas'‘er. 


And as ever, to Israel has fallen more than its share of the resulting 
unsettlement and misery. I can deal this morning with only one 
aspect of this misery, and must altogether leave out of.account the 
sp.; tual agony of our brethren in Soviet Russia—an agony which 
only enemies of Religion, Communist agitators, or deceived deceivers 
inake light of or deny. In other Eastern Central Europe wn 
countries, Jewish life is paralysed, and its charitable and educatio al 
institutions are on the verge of collapse. School children are 
starving in their tens of thousands, Yeshibot and Schools of 
Learning are closing their doors, and there is an end to any 
endeavour for cultural expansion. For over a generation, the bound- 
less generosity of our American co-religionists helped to maintain 
all the multitudinous Jewish activities in the territories that 
‘ormerly were part of the Russian Empire. That source of Jewish 
lelp has suddenly ceased flowing. This circumstance, joined with the 
general economic situation, renders the position a catastrophic one. 
\et dying is always hard, not least so to institutions of vital 
moment to a people. The emissaries of these institutions come 
to us, knock on every door but with very little success. They 
despair of the future, So do the leaders of many of our own Talmud 
Torahs, These too are in a critical state, and it is doubtful whether 
they will be able to weather the storm. sige 
How ought we to bear ourselves in the midst of these anxieties? 
Not in the manner so common to-day, of economising by first of all 
discontinuing our contributions and subscriptions to spiritual causes. 
Nor is it quite worthy of us to excuse our refusal to ald maasumee 
of relief for Eastern. Jewries,. on the plea ‘ that we: do’ not 
deem it right to “ send amy money out ef the country.” In these 


‘ines that try men’s souls, let us look to the example ‘set us by 


the fathers of British Jewry. They laid the foundations of our 
religious life in this country, and at the same e blazed ~ 
trail of duty fdr t6 ‘the whole 
House of Israel. Ieraecl was to them a harp which, wherever struck, 
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Vibrates throughout; and none felt more deeply than they the 
tragedy of all their brethren wheresoever these were pining in 
misery. Alas! leaders of that type are getting fewer; and some of 
them, weaker and more hesitant in their Judaism. Moreover, the 
classes from which our leaders should be recruited—the men 
of culture and leisure—are not as whole-hearted in their Jewish 
loyalties as we could wish. In my [eduction Sermon as Chief 
Roibbi nineteen years ago, I lamented the unbaptised apostasy 
rampant in so miny Jewries. I could not then foresee that 
our own Community would furnish the spectacle—as it did on 
Saturday last—of three well-known men of Jewish birth being 
cremated and on a Shabbat, with Cavistian clergymen officiating at 
the funeral services, All-the more reason for the foyal portion 
of Anglo-Jew ‘y to give proof that, whatever Bati le. we will no*, on 
the one hand, abandon those institutions which are essential for 
full Jewish life in this country; and, on the other hand, that we 
will not forget the duty of Brotherhood toward our sufferin: 
brethren in other lands. They look to us, citizens of free and happy 
England, to save them from destruction. Let them not look in vain. 
The Blessing “Who makest firm the steps of man’ is followed by 
the benedictions “Who girdest Israel with strength,” and “ Who 
crow nest Israel with glory.” God works through human agents ; and 
each act o° steadfastness to God, the Torah, and Israel on our part, 
augments the spiritual hea!th and: solidarity of Iseael, and increases 
Israel's self-respect-and honour. Lot no man plead th» humbleness 
of his station or the meagreness of his mean: as a1 excuse for not 
contributing to the strengthening and glorifyirg of Israel. How- 
ever weak and feeble we be, however trifling the amount of service 
we can render, wherever there are genuine desire and sincere effort 
to help, God gives strength ta the weary, M3 =) abe ist and such 
effort redounds to the moral might and eternal glory of Israel. 

The Blessings we have taken as our text will be equally helpful 
in regard to our duty as citizens at this hour. This is not the 
place, nor have I the competence, to diagnose. the World Economic 
Crisis. Neither is a theory accounting for all the causes that led to 
it essential for our purp se. It is not a theory, but a condition, that 
confronts us throughout the world to-day; and careful observers 
are agreed that the far-reaching results of this present condition 
will be with us far a long time to come. Responsible leaders are 
beginning to face this all-important fact. “ The cconomic crisis 
in which this nation bas become involved cal's for reconstruction 
in almost every d@ partment of life,’ says the National Council 
of Social Service. And for this purpose, the Council is 
arranging a great meeting at the Albert Hall on Wednesday 
evening next, when H.R.H. The Prince of Wales is to deliver an 
address to the youth of the Nation. The heads of the various 
Churches have been asked to publish a message in this connection. 
My message is quite elementary; in fact, self-evident and, there- 
fore, apt to be overlooked. Briefly, it is this: All reconstruction 
worthy the name must go to the root of things. And going to the 
root in this problem of pational regeneration involves, first of all, 
the realisation that life is built on spiritual foundations. For 
it cannot be too clearly stated: there is no hope for England's future 
unless her youth regain the religious outlook. There must be an 


end to the post-War Paganism which eliminates the Divine from 


human history and human life ; and there must be a complete break 
with that moral indiscipline which swept through the world, on the 
wings of the War, like a destructive plogue. The teachers and 
guides of England's youth must once again realise that “ The fear of 
the Lord is the beginning of wisdom”; that all “ wisdom" which is 
not accompanied by reverent submission of the willin the service of 
Higher Things, is sheer and utter vanity, leading to shipwreck of the 
individual and to collective deterioration of the group. And there 
is a second element in national reconstruction. I can best indicate 
it by pointing to the fact that the crucial word in the first Blessing 
we have quoted, [2", means both “ to make firm’ and “ to prepare,”’ 
Preparation for life’s task—-whether im business, the professions, or 
in the humbler avocations—and hard work ut that task, must in the 
future be far more the universal rule than has hitherto been the case. 
Unless our youth of to-day and to-morrow is taught that the sacred. 
ness of hard work is at least equal to the sacredness of sport, England 
will inevitably lose its hegemony among the nations. 

One final word. Preparation and hard work are indispensable 
pre-requisites for success in life, but are not in themselves ends of 
life; nor are they by any means the whole of life. “ If l am not for 
myself, who will be for me?” rightly asks Hillel; but he continues 
with the question: “ And if I am only for myself, what am I?” 
One of the glories of England is our system of voluntary endeavour 
to raise the standard of life and happiness among the masses, 
and to remove the causes of preventable illness and suffering. 
Much still remains to be done before the bulk of the nation 
can live their lives unhampered by conditions that are 
inimical to health and normal development. It this task is to be 
accomplished, our youth must be made to see that he who confines 
all his energies to his own success, comfort, happines:, has fallen 
asleep in life; and our youth must be filled with the ardent desire 
to make its contribution of disinterested service to the ° social 
welfare of the Nation. The weakest and feeblest even can help. 
Every sineere and intelligent effort increases the strength of our 
eountry and adds to. the good: name. of England. -It-is in this sense 
that the Heir to the Throne will. make his. appeal:at the National 
meeting on Wednesday night. - May-God-grant that. many respond to 
Jsis call .and.enzol hemselyes among..those: who, truly love. their 
country and are ready to work for.the happiness of their fellow-men.

No. 639.— Unexpressed Thoughts. 
My DEAR COUSIN, 

Every one of us reacts to our environment. Wherever we may 
be, especially if we are in a state of quiescence, thoughts spring to 
the mind. At least that has been my own experienc>, 

Watching a crowd of people in the theatre, at a lecture, or in 
Synagogue, I have often wished that I could get inside their minds 
and observe their thoughts as they bubble up. It would be possible 
to see a segment of vibrating, pulsating life, full of colour and most 
instructive. If the prop r study of Mankind is man, the most 
interesting aspect of man is his thought. 

But while one cannot get insids other people’s-minds, one can 
at least be conscious of the kaleidoscopic movement of ones own 
thoughts. - Let me try and set down the fashion of mine as they 
leaped in my mind last Saturday in Synagogue. 

I sat down and enfolded myself in the Tallit. My eye rested on 
the two tablets of white marble confaining the Prayer for the Royal 
Family—evidence of Jewish loyalty. Jews have always been 
attached to the countries wherein they dwelt. The sentiment goes 
back to the time of the prophet Jeremiah, who bade the captives in 
Babylon to pray for the peace of the city of their sojourning, ~ for 
in its perce shall ye have peace.’—Peace is a treasure the Jew 
values. Ilow often he prays for peoace—in his set prayers daily, 

in his grace after meals,—A splendid bond of union among Jews is 
this grace. Heara company of Jews singing snatches of the grace 
and you must thrill in response. Never mind the words; it is the 
tune that is of consequence, Often the words exp ‘ess sentiments 
which are strange to modern cars. No matter, if only the tune bas 
Jewish associations.—" And this is the Torah which Moses set before 
the Children of Israel by the mouth of the Lord, at the -hand of 
Moses.” How nondescript the words sound! Nor is the statement 
particularly clear without tome word of explanation. But when 
they are sung, they secm to take on life and colour. How well I can 
recall as a boy singing the words at the top of my voice. How I 
thrifl when | hear my own small boy singing them through .the 
house. Little he knows of their meaning. But the tune appeals to 
him, and this he has learned by attendance at Synagogue.—Why is 
the Precentor hurrying through the Lesson from the Torah? His 
chant sways itself easily through the chapters. . But few follow 
him —Why bas Mr. Dash been called Yes, he is the happy father 
of a newborn son. Thirteen years hence he will be standingat the 
Scroll again, then as Presiding Officer at his son's Barmitzvah. That 
‘boy just going up does not look a bright specimen. Why have his fond 
parents chosen a silk hat for him? He looks like a caricature. 
On my Barmitzvah Sabbath, I contented myself with a bowler hat. 
How nervous I was. Are all. boys. nervous, as they ascend the 
reading desk? This boy is not chanting his porticn. 
enunciates the Hebrew correctly and gives the words the proper 
phrasing. To phrase Hebrew properly is a mark of the mau who 
knows. Your ignoramus cannot phrase and so gives away bis 
ignorance. The boy must bave had a gcod teacher. But the 
chanting is pleasant to the ear. One misses it, when the words are 
merely recited.—-l wonder how much knowledge of things Jewish 
this boy possesses. But whatever its extent, t icra will be a“ party,” 
of course. The Barmiitzvah party has become a social function. 
Sometimes the boy himself leads in the grace after meals; oftener 
he does not know how. Oa the whole it must be something of an 
ordeal to go through. To be the cynosure of all eyes; to bave to 
read one’s portion; to have to l.sten to an admonition usually 
couched in strange language and telling of far-off things; in some 
Congregations to have to make a public avowal of faith—all this 
must be trying. But there are compensations—presents, tea-parties. 
Girls are out of it in regard to presents. Even the least observant 
will celebrate the Barnutrvah ceremony. Yet, come to think of it, 
when it was first introduced, it was a great innovation. So it always 
has been. The reform: of an earlier generation develop into the 
Minhagim of a later. Was it not so with sermons? Who in olden 
days ever heard of a Rabbi preaching? Preaching was the Maggia's 
job, and his function in the Ghet o corresponded to the service 
rendered by the radio in our own time. | 

Why does he always give out a text? Is it a sort of peg on 
which to hang his theme? Or mefely a crusty old habit? No one 
pays the slightest attention to the text. The sermon itself is the 
subject of conversation after the service. “Fine, wasn't it?” Or, 
“Terrible!” “ He's a good chap, but if only ke would speak less 
frequently!”-——The droning continues. A bit mediocre. How can 
a man be expected to have something fresh to say each week ?—At 
the Musaph Service the Cantor has his opportunity, for the congre-

To Speak with the Voice of Jerusalem. 


“Interview with Mr. NORMAN M. BENTWICH. 


I suppose we must now call him “ Professor Bentwich though 
he wants to remain plain “ Mr.” (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative), for the former Attorney-General of Palestine is on his 
way back to Jerusalem as the first 
occupant of the “Chaim Weiz- 
mann Chair in the International 
Law of Peace,’ founded at the 
Hebrew University by an English 
Zionist who wishes to. remain 
anonymous but who—it is an open 
secret—has done a great deal for 
the cause of peace and the study 
of international relations at other 
centres of learning. Shortly before 
his departure I had a chat with 
Mr. Bentwich concerning his new 
task and the ideals he has set 

himself. 
Religion and Peace. ‘ 

What are your plans for your course? Mr. Bentwich was asked 

“I bave a very open field,” he replied. “There is no School 
of Social and Political Science at the University into which I have 
to fit my course, so that in a sense I shall be my own master and 
have a free hand. The subject on which I propose to lecture this 
year is the relation of Religion to national and international life. 
examining -how far religion has been the cause of péace and war, and 
in what way it may be made an ivstrument of international concord 
and understanding. I propose to go through the history of the 
religions—the pagan systems, Judaism, Christianity, Islam and the 
Eastern religions—analyse their broad relations to the idea of peace, 
and examiovoe how far they have influenced interna ional conne:tions. 
I shall also consider the development of religious freedom and what 
part it bas played in international pacification. 

“IT think that the greatest evil of our day,” he continued, “ is 
that nationalism is being turned into a religion. Judaism has a 
mission to fulfil is this respect, in tesching the world how both the 
national and the religious sense can be directed to universal ends. 
For in Judaism religion and nationality have been intimately com- 
bined, and yet we have never lost our ideal of serving the whole of 
humanity.’ 


Students and “ Hearers.”’ 


Will students have to enrol specially for your course ? 

‘My lectures will be public. Any student of the University 
will be entitled to attend, and at the Hebrew University they al ow 
persons who are not students to attend as ‘hearers.’ I hope, how- 
ever, that there will be a small seminar for serious students in 
international law. The lectures will be given first in Hebrew, but 
I hope to give them also in English if a reasonable number of people 
express a desire to hear them in that language. 

My inaugural lecture is to be on.Jerusalem as the City of 
Peace, partly as it has been in history, and partly as it is pictured in 
Vision arid id: als, as the spiritual capital of the world.” 

The Voice of Jerusalcm. 

“It will be a great privilege,” said Mr. Bentwich, “to aid in 
expounding the doctrines of peace on Mount Scopus. From that 
place there will be heard one day again the authentic Voice of 
Jerusalem, the voice of the Hebrew prophets. There is no centre 
whence a message of international understanding can better proceed.” 

Do you think Jews are pulling their weight in the peace 
movement ? 

“ Possibly not as a people, but I am impressed by the large 
part which individual Jews have played in the peace movement. 
One of the most remarkable works on the relations of the peoples, 
a work that led to the calling of the first peace conference in 1899, 
was Ivan de Bloch’s book ‘The Future of War.’ This sought to 
show that war was tending to become so terrible that it would 
either become impossible or that civilisation would be destroyed. It 
was the precursor of Norman Angell's ‘ The Great Illusion.’ One of 
the leaders of the peace movement in the early part of the present 
century before the War was the Viennese Jew Fried: and in the 
field of international law there have been a number of distinguished 
Jewish jurists such as the Dutchman Asser. The Chancellor of the 


Hebrew University is an ardent pacifist, and Dr. Her!z and Dr.’ 
Stephen Wise have taken a prominent part in the Confetences of 
the Religions of the World for Peace. Thus Jews individually have | 


played, and are playing, a leading réle in the peace movement; and 
it is for the Jewish people to work everywhere for international 
understanding. I hope that Jerusalem will playits part in initiating 
Sneh a movement among world Jewry.” 

Mr. Bentwich stated, in conclusion, that he anticipated his 
lectures would be published and thaf he hoped to take part in the 


. gatherings of international jurists at Geneva and elsewhere, so that 


the Chair at Jerusalem would be linked up with the: general work 
for the study of international Jaw and péace problems generally, - .

Effect of Unrest in China.

Passover Relief for Russian Jews. : 
‘COMMUNICATED,. | 

At a meeting of the Executive Council of the Federation of 
Jewish Relief Organisations with Mr. M. Grossman presiding, 
Mr. A. M. Kaizer, the General Secretary, reported on the arrange 
ments made between the Federation and the Soviet Authorities for 
the provision of Passover relief to Russian Jewry. The representative 
of the Federation in Russia had c-ncluded an arrangement with tho 
Authorities whereby they will provide parcels of flour, sugar, tea, oi! 
and other necessities for Passover to individuals in Russia on instruc 
tions from London. The flour will be of the best white variety, whic! 
is not obtainab'e in the open market. The representative recom 
mended that flour to the value of £2,000 should be purchased 
immediately, so that he could proceed at once to plan out its distri 
bution. The méeting resolved that this scheme be adopted, and that 
orders be accepted from individuals in this and other countries for 
the issuing of Passover parcels to their relatives in Ru:sia. |

The Amsterdam United Synagogue. 


Large Decrease in the Communal Tax. 
‘From our Correspondent.—AMSTERDAM.| 


That .the United Synagogue of Amsterdam is a ecompr: 
hensive instifution is very clearly evidenced by its Annual 
Report and budget, which formed the subject of discussions 
at the recent sittings of the Council. Besides arranging for the 
religious conduct of the Community through its ecclesiastical chie’, 
the Beth Din and the synagogues, all matters of Shechita and a wide 
range of social and philanthropic work are controlled by the 
Council, which, in addition, provides for the religious education of 
the young by the maintenance of essentially Jewish day schools and 
part-time Hebrew and Religion Classes. Further, it subsidises very 
largely the Jewish Seminarium, and the Jewish Secondary Schoo!. 
and to a very large extent maintains its own Board of Guardians and 
Homes for the Aged poor. 

The wherewithal to carry on successfully these multifarious 
activities comes principally from the “Communal Tax” which 
is assessed from the official income tax returns and approxi- 
mately amounts to a little under one per cent. of one’s income. 
The economic crisis, and the general trade depression have not left 
the Amsterdam Jewish Community unaffected, with the result that 
important cuts have had to be made in expenditure to make the 
budget balance for the current year. The Communal tax for this 
year is expected to amount to 280,000 gulden, against that of the past 
twelve months of nearly 367,000 gulden, and of over 400,000 gulden 
in 1930, showing a very seriotis decline under this heading of revenue. 
The income from all sources during this year is estimated to reach 
a total just exceeding 600,000 guiden showing a considerable falling 


. Off. in comparison with revenue covering the two previous years.

The Board of Deputies. 


A Message from the Prime Minister. 
\COMMUNICATED. | 

The Ninth Congress of the South African Jewish Board of 
Deputies, which was held at Bloemfontein last month, differed from 
previous Congresses in an important respect. It was the first 
Congress since the establishment of the Board in 1912, at which 
most’ of the leading Jewish institutions and organisations through. 
out the Utrion’ were directly represented by their own delegates, 
instead of being represented largely by deputies resident in the 
towns ‘where the various Convcresses have been held. 

Mr. S. Raphaely, J.P., who has occupied the position of President 
for the past four years, and who had served on the Executive for 
over twenty-three years, was in the Chair, and the Congress was 
officially opened by Mr. Ivan H. Haarburger, President of the Bloem- 
fontein Hebrew Congregation, who, in his capacity of Mayor of 
bioemfontein in 1912, had welcomed the delegates to the first 
Congress on its establishment, and had been one of the first Vice- 
l'residents of the Board. | 

Mr. Rapharly having acknowledged the cordial welcome on 
behalf of the visiting delegates, read the following message of greet- 
ing and goodwill from the Prime Minister (General J. B. M. Hertzog) : 

It gives me great pleasure to address a few words of welcome to 
the representatives of the Jewish Community of South Africa, 
gathered together in Dloemfontein to discuss matteis of common 
interest to them, 

May your deliberations be conducted in a spirit of devotion not 
only to the Interests of your own race, but also to those of the popu a- 
tion of South Africa as a whole, of which those of the Jewish race 
form an integral part 

It is not necessary to say that South Africa is one of the countries 
which has from the very beginning of its existence as a settled com- 
munity received the Jew ungrudgingly as fellow-citizen, with rights 
and privileges equal to those of any other element of its population, 
and has given him full opportunity to display the sterling qualities of 
his race to the advantage not only to himself, but also of our common 
country. 

I will follow your deliberations with the greatest in‘ erest, fully 
realising as I do, that this Government, as, in fact, every Government, 
bears a grave responsibility towards all sections of the community. 
May your deliberations result in furthering the well being of your race 
in pariicular, and of our common fatherland in general. 

On vacating the presidential chair, Mr. S. Raphaely congratulated 
South’ African Jewry on having Mr. Hirsch Hillman as the new 
President of South Africa's Jewish representative institution. Mr. 
Hillman then addressed Congress, and said that he wished to 
declare his policy, which he wou!d like accepted inside and outside 
the Congress, 


New President's Policy. 


The object of the Board, he said, was to watch and keep guard 
over the interests of their people in that country. Those were the 
only politics they knew. Their aim would be to endeavour loyally 
to co-operate with the Government of the day in any matter affecting 
the interests of South African citizens of the Jewish faith. They 
wanted to assure the Government that it could rely on the Board's 
wholehearted and loyal co-operation in any measure affecting tieir 
country in general, and citizens of their faith in particular. When 
any action affecting the Jewish section of the Community was being 
considered by avy individual in the Government administration, he 
would like that action to be considered in conjunction with the 
message to Congress by the Prime Minister. He unreservedly 
accepted the message of goodwill sent to them by General Hertzog 
in the full sense of the word. This message in conjunction with 
the expressions of goodwill by other political parties was a token of 
co-operation, 

Some twenty-five or thirty years ago, be was farming in the 
Cape Colony, and no one knew better than he did that spirit of 
goodwill that used to exist, particularly between the old Dutch 
farmers.and their own people. He could not possibly believe that 
this had vanished. He wanted to believe that the same spirit of 
goodwill still existed; and}that merely a superficial atmosphere of 
suspicion had beem allowed to be created, They.-Knew full well 
that once guch an atmosphere prevailed, every action was misinter- 
preted and misunderstood, and it would be the business of the 
Board t® use every effort and endeavour to re-establish tliat old 


atmosphere of goodwill. among the different.sections.of. the people

The interview was of a cordial 
character, and the exchange of views was considered to be very 
helpful. : 

Professor Brodetsky also saw Colonel Buchan, Chairman of the 
Parliamentary Palestine Committee, and discussed with him matters 
connected with the future activities of the Committee. 


Realities and Illusions. 


MR. JABOTINSKY'S LETTER TO “ THE TIMES.” 


The following letter from Mr. V. Jabotinsky to THE TIMES was 


printed in that newspaper last week, with the exception cf the last 
two paragraphs: 

A few days ‘ago, upon my return to Paris, I was shown an issue of 
THE TIMES (December 30th) containing a Warsaw cable on the Congress 
of the Polish Zionist-Revisionists. That cable attributes to me, inter alia, 
a statement to the effect that “Jews might become the dynamite which 
would blow up the British Empire.” This is most inaccurate, for it was 
not to Jews but to Islam that I referred as to a potential teservoir of 
human “dynamite.” But lL especially resent the wording of your cable, 
betause ff sounds as though I suggested that “Jews” wished or might 
wish harm tothe Britsh Empire. So far, | have heard of no Jew who 
docs. It is cone of our rac al weaknesses (too often taken advantage of) 
that, with us... resentment does not necessarily imply the desire for 
revenge ; and “the Empire ” really bears no responsibility for England*’s 
action as Mandatory. On the other hand, the object of my present mrise 
au point is by bo means apologetic. On the contrary, your cable's epitome 
of my Warsaw speech was in some ways ratber an under-tatemert. It 
was England, not Jews, whom I accused of playing with “ dynamite” 
with a store of potential high explosive, consisting of some thrée hundred 
million units; and what sécms likely.to be “ blown up” as a result of this 
practice is, I said, something much bigger and much more im; ortant even 
than the Brilish Empire-—-namely, the werld’s stability. 

I beg leave to quote the essence of these two passages in my Warsaw 
speeok to which your cabic evidently referred, one dealing with “Jews” 
and the other with “dynamite.” The first: “Our experience with 
England as Mandatory for Palestine is making fifteen million people lose 
faitn in a nation whore name, to every Jew, has always stood for straight- 
forward moral earnestness. The Mandatory has become an unmitigated 
hindrance to any progress of Zionism. This realisation threatens to driva 
the Jewish masses, and especially our youth, along a very dangerous rc ad 
The youth af a-people, faced with such plight as ours, cannot live withous 
some kind of faith: faith .cither in a great reconstruction or in a great 
destruction. England acts as though she wished to sct ablaze fiftecn 
million torches of despair scattered in every corner of the,world.” Tho» 


second passage: But this is not the only game of world incendiarism © 


in which English agencics now seem to be engaged. There is a 
much bigger one going on: I mean the systematic gilvavisation of 
pan-Islamic fanaticism in its most medieval and reactionary form. 
Jerusalem is being converted into a centre of incitement v\ing with the 
worst efforts of the Muscovite Comintern, a centre from which innumer- 
able sticks of dynasmite are to be showered all around, threatening not 
only our Jewis se'tlers in Palestine but also the whole of Europe's 
colonial system. It is not to us Jews, it is to some of the mightiest 
nations Of Europe that England may soon have to render account for 
this shortsighted and dangerous gamble with the world’s security 
conducted under her @cis.” 

This is what I actually said, and here I repeat and confirm it. Let 
me warn all concerced against attempts to shout down the feelings here 
expressed as those of one single fraction, It would be blindness not to 
realise that the natural reaction to all this must inevitably be the rise of 
a strong anti-English fecling among all sections of Jowry not living undeyv 
the British crown. In this term, anti-English feeling, Limply no hint of 
futile threat: no Jew dreams of trying “ reprisals,” nor would it save us 
if we tr'ed. But the feeling itself is a fact; it grows and spreads and 
and deepens day by day, andit can no longer be stemmed. 

It is with the profoundest regret that I state this undeniable truth, 
There are, even in England, some who know how stubbornly my friends 
and I have stuck to the last trench in trying to keep up our people's 
waning faith in England. Itis we who have for years and even as late 
as tho 1931 Zionist Congress, endeavoured to persuade our masses that the 
main defaulters were the Palestine bureaucracy and the Zionist leader- 
ship ; but that there still remained England's collective comscience as our 
Court of Appeal, endif we only could reach it, it would redress all our 
wrongs. lIwish we could still go on preaching the same doctrine, for it 
can do our people no good, in its present unparalleled distress, to have to 
admit that a pledge, meant to endorse a national hope of such universally 
revered sacredness, can be turned into mockery. But amoment comes 
when even the most desirable illusion can no longer be maintained in the 
face of cruel realities. 


Zionist Actions Committee. 
NECESSITY FOR EARLY MEETING. 
[From a Correspondent.—BERLIN.] 


_ Under the Chairmanship of M. Motzkin, the President of the 
Zionist Actions Committee, a Meeting has been held here of 
members of the Actions Committee and other prominent Zionist 
personalities reeiding in Berlin, Ameng those present were 
ex-Deputy Farbstein, a member of the Executive of the Jewish 
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Agency and of the Zionist World Executive, Dr. Halpern, Dr. Hantke 
(the Director of the Keren Hayesod), Dr. Barth (Germam Mizrachi 
leader), Dr. Soloweitchick (Radical Zionist kader), Herr Kurt 
Blumenfeld (the President of the German Zionist Organisation), and 
Herr Richard Lichtheim (Zionist Revisionist leader). 

The meeting was mainly occupied with the question of the next 
meeting of the Zionist Actions Committee. According to a previous 
decision the Actions Committee was due to meet in January, but 
owing to the absence of the President of the Zionist Organisation, 
Mr. N. Sokolow, in America, it was postponed until March. Now, 
however, it has become uncertain whether Mr. Sokolow and the 
American members of the Actions Committee would be able to 
attend a meeting in March. 

Ex-Deputy Farbsteim, however, declared that the situation was 
full of anxiety and that an early meeting of the Actions Committee 
was absolutely necessary. It was decided to inform Mr. Sokolow of 
the view held by all present that a meeting of the Actions Committee 
in March was desirable and to ask him whether he would be able to 
retorn from America in time. The meeting decided that in any 
case it was imperative to hold a meeting of the Actions Committee 
as soon as Mr. Sokolow returned from America. 


The Keren Hayesod at Work. 
PROGRESS OF WORLD CAMPAIGN. 
[From a Correspondent. | 

According to the Keren Hayesod Head Office, practically every 
country has resumed work in the regular way. The world crisis 
and the panic following in its wake neither did nor could prevent 
the normal course of collections. But the results of this work are 
but relatively satisfactory. This is chiefly due to the fact that 
many contributors have been compelled to reduce their donations 
cn account of the prevailing stringency, while new donors had to 
be sought in the place of those whom the crisis has literally ruined. 
In October, November and December the income invariably drops 
to its lowest point because most of the oversea countries only start 
theic campaigns in January and February, thus making available 
merely the balance of the outstanding pledges from previous 
campaigns. This applies.largely to the United . States, which 
contributes the major part of the Keren Haycsod income. 

The campaign in America started in January with the arrival 
of the delegation headed by Dr. Nahum Sokolow, assisted by Sir 
Norman Angell and Dr. Nahum Goldman. In South Africa, fund. 
raising efforts will only be initiated at the beginning of this month 
by Dr. Chaim Weizmann. The opening of the Canadian Campaign 
followed the Annual Zionist Convention there. Mr. L. Jaffe has 
placed his services at the disposal of the Canadian Keren Hayesod. 
During the past few months Dr. M. Helfman has closed last 
year's campaigns in Argentine and Brazil, and has inaugurated new 
fund-raising efforts there as well as in Chile. Owing to the 
economic conditions prevailing in India, Australia, New Zealand 
and the Far East (Chima), the Head-Office has so far refrained from 
sending a delegate to these countries. It may, however, be found 
possible to do so shortly. 

In the European countries, in Palestine and in North Africa, 
campaigns are in full swing. In Great Britain the drives are nearing 
their end. Work in the French-speaking countries started 
immediately after Congress; unfortunately, it came to a standstill 
owing to the serious illness of Mr. N. Halpern. But there is every 
hope of an early resumption of work on Mr. Halpern’s part. Among 
the Eastern-Jewish section of the Paris population Dr. Jehuda 
Wilensky started a campaign af the end of November. while the 
Head Office placed the services of Mrs. R. Klompus at the disposal of 
the Brussels Committee. Dr. BRension is in charge of thework in North

Africa, In the Netherlands, Switzerland Maly the Local Com. 
mittees and delegates of the Head Office are carrying through the work 
in the normal way. Special mention should be made of Dr. Weiz- 
mann’s lectures in Amsterdam and the Hague, which preceded the 
campaigns proper. In Germany the Keren Hayesod drive was opened 
in the usual way. There, too, it was greatly assisted by Dr. Weizmann.

In every country the Committees have made every effort to cut 
down overhead expenses and adapt themselves to present circum. 
stances. In the same way the Head Office has carried opt all the 
reductions decided upon in Basle. The depreciations and further 
fluctuations of many currencies sincé that date have created new 
problems, the solution of which is not yet quite clear. Fresh com. 
plications have to be faced through the embargo on the export of 
money enacted in various countries and the consequent necessity 
of seeking special permission to transfer such money abroad. These 
fluctuations and restrictions tend to render still more difficult the 
work of the Head Office and its Committees.

If it.is competent for the Colonial Secretary to reduce the number 
of certificates authorised by the Palestine Government, why cannot 
he increase the number if the economic position justifies such action, 
as is maintained by the Jewish Agency Executive ? 
Defining “Absor;tive Capacity.” 


Mr. Marcus’s correspondence with the Colonial Secretary, it 
would seem, bears out the view held in Zionist quarters as to the 
attitude of the Government on the question of immigration. The 
Jewish representa'ives have continually pressed for a reasonable 
definition of the term “absorptive cap:city’”’ in connection with the 
Labour Scheduie. In the discussions with the Government a year 
ago, and on numerous occasions since, it has beén made clear that the 
Jewish interpretation of the term “absorptive capacity” is not 
that immigration is to be based on the fact that there are actual 
openings for such and such a number of Jews at-a given moment, 
but.on the wider prospect of development due to Jewish interest 
and investment in the country. A small Jewish immigration 
naturally produces depression among the Jews, and consequently 
siackens Jewish interest in Palestine, and leads to a reduc-ion in 
Jewish financial support, both for the funds of the Jéwish Agency 
aut the Zionist Organisation, and also for private enterprise. 
Incre:sed immigration means increased support, increa ed invest- 
ment, and therefore increased economic capacity, ‘The absorptive 
capa ily of Palestine is thus elastic, and if the policy of of the Jewish 
National Home is to be taken seriously it must be regarded in the 
hght of the development resulting from Jewish activities. 


: Public Works. 


In connection with the Labour Schedule immigrants, the question of 
Public Works is also relevaut. This question is one of the important 
points in the Prime Minister's letter of February 13th, which up to the 
present have not been satisfactorily dealt with by the Government. In 
the determining of the Schedule, according to the Prime Minister's letter, 
account should be taken of the extent to which more Jews can be employ cul 
on public works, ineluding municipal works. 

As to the question whether the Colonial Office can intervene in mat:ers 
of immigration, Jewis representatives have not failed to point out the 
inconsistency which permitted such intervention when it was a question 
of suspending certificates already granted by the Palestine Administration, 
While refusing it when it was a question of grinting certificates refused— 
on insufficient grounds, es the Jewish Agency kelievis—by that 
Administration. 


The Land Development Scheme. 


COMPLETE REPORT IN MARCH. 

According to official information, the two par s of Mr. French's 
Report on the Land Development Scheme will not be in the hands 
of the Arab Executive and of the Executive of the Jewish Agency 
before March. 

So far, Mr. French has only submitted to the Colonial Office his 
first Report on the Development Scheme. ' He hopes to complete in 
March his second Report, dealing in detail with the urgent problems 
connected with the Scheme. Both Reports wi!l then be sent to the 
Jewish Agency and to the Arab Executive, in order to enable them 
to make comments. The second Report of Mr. French, together 
with the comments of the Jewish Agency and of the Arab Executive, 
a8 well as the observations of the High Commissioner, will then go 
to the Colonial Office which will submit its recommendations to the

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Parliamentary Notes. 


Tariff and Far Eastern Problems Paramount. 


(From our Parliamentary Correspondent.’ 


Members re-assembled for the opening of Parliament on 
Tuesday last, with problems of the Far East and the balancing of 
the Trade Budget foremost in their minds. It seems as though 
these questions will monopolise attention during the greater part 
of the Session. Even the Disarmament Conference at Geneva 
seems to excite little interest in the lobbies, and the feeling 
among certain groups in the House is that there is a certain 
incongruity in discussing Disarmament at a time when war clouds 
are massing in the Far East. It is to be regrettei that one of the 
consequences of the. present situation is that there will be no time 
for Private Members’ Bills ; and the passage of some of the minor, 
but nevertheless important, Government measures introduced may 
te endargered if serious opposition should develop. 

As regards Palestine, the general feeling prevailing among 
Members is that the new High Commissioner will bring sympathetic 
unde: standing to bear upon Zionist matters, and it is hoped that 
this will in some measure alleviate the anxiety which has been 
prevalent for such a long time with regard to the general adminis- 
traliien in that territory. 

My. Barnett Janner, M.P., has discussed the present position with 
Colonel Buchan. M.P.. and Colonel Wedgwood, M.P., and arrange- 
ments have been made to hold a meeting of the Parliamentary 
Pal stive Committee at an early date. A lengthy interview on 
Palestinian problems was held this week between the Colonial

Has Judaism Failed? 
FINCHLEY JEWISH SOCIAL AND LITERARY SOCIETY. 


Mr. Michacl Marecus. former M.P. for Durdece, delivered a lecture to the 
members of the Finchley Jewish Social and Literary Society last W ednes- 
day evening on “Has Judaism Failed?” Mr. H. J. Morgenstern, President 
of the Finchley Congregation, presided. Mr. Mareus said that Judaism 
bad been th own against the tewildermg background of 20th century civili- 
sation, and the results in recent years had left many Jews dazed and 
puzzled. There was widespread confasion-in the nrinds of s'ncere Jews who 
feit that the formal Jewis!: teachings did not. provide an adequate sense of 
social respovsibility in cxisting world-conditions. Young Jews, who were 
much shreowder atd more thoughtful than communal leaders believed 
them to be, were groping in the dark and openly questioning the 
honesty of Jewish intentions as expressed by communal leaders. 
Hail Judaism failed in the hour of crisis? It was a .question 
which might canse- resentment in certain quarters, but it called for a 
frank and straightforward answer based on intellectual honesty. He 
ventured to think that the apparent failure of Judaism was mainly due 
to the claring bankruptey of the Jewish Palpit, which had failed to 
interpret avew the ideas and ideals of Judaism in popular and under- 
staniieabie language. Referring to Zionism, Mr. Marcus said that it had 
fortunately taken the place of the doubtful doctrine of the Chosen People, 
which was really the negation of genuine Judaism. In its theological 
form the doctrine claimed for the Jews an impossible superiority, while 
Zionism merely sought a possible cqnality. In Palestine, Jewish ideals 
were slowly but surely being put into practice, but in the Diaspora there 
remained a grow. ng yearning for Jewish truth, knowledge and leadership. 
The rising dcwish generation wanted light, not might; and the answers 
offered to their searching and cha'‘lenging questions would vitally 
determine the future of Jucaism.

Jewish Curates. 


From Rabbi L. RABINOWITZ. 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—I am sure tlt every minister and every layman who has 
the well-being of the/Community at heart will welcome and whole. 
heartedly endorse your suggestion of * the introduction of something 
akin to the curate into the ranks of our hierarchy.” Such an 
innovation would be a boon of inestimable value to the Community. 

It is impossible to over-emphasise the difficulties which beset 
the youthful student appointed to his first position and suddenly 
brought face to face, without the slightest preparation, with all the 
trials, responsibilities and multifarious activities of the modern 
minister. I use the words “ without the slightest preparation ” 
deliberately and advisedly. Both Jews’ College and the Yeshiba Kis 
Chaim—whether rightly or wrongly, is a moot point—concentrate on 
the academic education of the embryo minister, to the total and 
absolute exclusion of any instruction in what you term “ pastoral 
theology.” 

It is true that the students are given opportunities of preaching, 
but even here the initiative seems to be taken by the minister whose 
pulpit he occupies, and not by the College authorities; and in any 
case, it is not to experience in preaching that I refer, but to the 
responsibilities of directing the spiritual affairs of a Congregation. 
The whole problem is a closed book to him, and the newly-appointed 
minister has to proceed by the unsatisfactory rule-of-thumb method 
of trial and error, which can wreak untold harm before the via 
media is reached, Naturally I write from personal experience. 

The obvious solution is that which you suggest. A student, 
full of academic learning, but with no exrerience of congregational 
affairs, would be appointed assistant minister to a Congregation 
under the guidance of an experienced Minister. His position would 
be a student-ministry, and the College bursary could easily bea 
continued, which, together with a small stipend from the Congrega- 
tion, would suffice for the needs of a single man. I do not subscribe 
to your opinion that our theological students would “jib” at this 
prospect. On tlie contrary, | am sure that the opportunity would 


be eagerly taken advantage of by them. 


Fortunately, this scheme is not of such a visionary character 
as you would seem to suggest. The United Symagogue has already 
adopted this very suggestion in theory, and it is only to be hoped 
that when an opportunity of putting it into practice presents itself, 
they will avail themselves of it. In the Report of the Honorary 
Officers on “ The Ministry of the United Synagogue,” the following 
statement appears: ~ In our opinion, the solution (of the problem of 
newly-established congregations which cannot afford a minister) lies 
. +... in the creation of district ministries, comprising a senior 
minister and one or more assistant ministers.” More relevant still 
is the following paragraph: “ The young, newly-qualified minister 
needs, above all, experience, and the guidancce of experienced men, 
and such a re-arrangement of ministerial responsibilities as has 
been suggested will make it much easier to secure suitable posts 
for young mev. To-day, the student fresh from college may 
find himself suddenly thrown into a position as the sole 
religious guide and tracher of a congregation, to say 
nothing of the Jews and Jewesses who are of the district 
but not actually members of the Synagogue. -He finds himself 
transferred from the sheltered existence of a student to face the 
realities and problems ofa minister's life alone and unaided. Under 
the proposed scheme the young minister -will acquire his early’ 
experience under the general guidance of the minister of a district 
and secure the inestimable advantage of his help in bis work.” 

If this is a true statement of the position of a newly-appointed 
minister in the United Synagogue, how much more so is it in the 
case of a student appointed to the ministry of a provincial congre- 
gation, where there is none whom he can consult in an emergency 
should he be so inclined ? 

The Community will reap the immediate advantage of this far- 
reaching scheme.

Youth and Jewish Friendly Societies. 
From Dayan Dr. ASHER FELDMAN. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, | 
Sirn,—I am grateful to your correspondent for the notice in your 
issue of January 22n1 of my address to the Jewish Friendly 
Societies’ Lodge of the Old Boys’ Club, Permit me to add a- few 
lines, in order to p’ace the reported remarks in their true 
perspective. By request, I dealt with the provision of Jewish 
teaching and Jewish influence which already exists in the com- 
munity for the rising generation, and the gaps yet to be filled. I 
described the work of our Jewish educational agencies for children 
of school age. I then analysed the more scanty provision for 
adolescents. I referred to the older and more recent organisations 
for Jewish youth, such as the clubs, the Young Israel 
and similar movements. In speaking of clubs I mentioned 
the regrettable fact that, in their foundation and running, they 
did not provide for a definite Jewish religious atmosphere. I was 
much interested to hear Col. Halsted give as tlie reason for this 
negative policy the existence of specific Jewish influence in the 
home. This point of view has always been open to question. But 
certain it is that changed conditions in this respect have made a 
change of policy in the clubs imperative. It is encouraging to note 
that the new outlook is gradually gaining ground, especially in the 
more recently formed clubs. The Welfare Committee of the United 
Synagogue are lending ‘valuable aid io this direction. Of course 
much more needs to be done, and it is hoped that conditions will 
render possible'thé extension of this branch of Jewish Welfare work. 
Passing to the étagé between adolescence and manhood, I ventured 
the opinion that penetration into the later stages of club activity by 
the Friendly Sociefies movement, as a well organised body with 
Jewish Ideals and a sense of communal responsibility, would prove 
extremely valuable; especially if, in addition to ordinary benefits, 
the movement introduced into their new Youth Lodges Jewish 
religious and cultural work. The help and co-operation of all 


orgamised agencies ‘are needed to guide aright the Jewish develop- 


ment of our growing youth.

PRIZE DISTRIBUTION. 


The Chief Rabbi’s Appeal. 


An appeal by the Carer Raps (Dr. J. H. Hertz) to the Jews of 
the Metropolis to come to the financial aid of the Talmud Torahs, 
was made in the course of an Address which Dr. Hertz delivered 
when he presided on Sunday at the Third Annual Prize Distribution 
of the Talmud Torah Trust, which was held at the New Scala 
Theatre, Charlotte Street, W.1. Mrs. Henrietta Irwell distributed 
the prizes, and among those present on the platform were: Dayan 
Dr. Feldman and Mrs. Feldman, Dayan L. Mendelsohn, Mr. Barnett 
Janner, M.P., the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, Miss Miriam Moses, J.P. 
(Mayor of Stepney), Mc. Herbert M. Adler, M.B.E., Councillor Arthur 
and Mrs. Howitt. Mr. and Mrs. L. Edelshain, Mr. M. H. Davis, L.C.C. 
(President of the Federation of Synagogues), Mr. L. Eisen and Mr. 
D. Barnett. 

In the course of his report on the examination Mr. M. 
KOURIANSKY, the Secretary, said that seven senior candidates (over 


the age of 14) and fifty-eight other candidates sat for examination. — 


These numbers included four girls. There was an increase in the 
number of candidates, the numbers at the previous examination in 
1930 being 6 and 51 respectively. The number of Talmud Torahs 
which were represented at the examination this time was also larger. 
In the previous year only 11 Talmud Torahs sent in candidates. 
This time all the affiliated schools of the Trust were represented at 
the examination. The fourth annual examination would be held at 
the end of March this yea~. 

The CHuier Rapp eaid that children who sang Hebrew songs 


as they had heard them sung that evening and who entered into 


the past of Jewish life as they had done by their performance 
of “ Hannah and her Seven Sons"’—such children would not break 
with Judaism, with Israel and with Yiddishkeit. Nor would they 
remain indifferent. The spark of Judaism was kindled in their 
hearts a d, with proper care and in a proper environment, that 


spark cuuld be fanned into a flame which would bring Jewish 


enthusiasm and Jewish loyalty into the generations to come. The 
tweuty-two Talmud Torahs which were doing this great and noble 
work ‘or Judaism bad to be maintained. A few pennies and shillings 
which they received from the children were not enough. They must 
ask the Community to come to their help. He hoped that many of 
those present on that occasion wou'd become annual subscribers to 
the Talmud Torah Trust. 

Dayan Dr. FELDMAN proposed a vote of thanks to the Head. 
masters and Teachers who were responsible for the work of the 
Talmud Torahs. Referring to the Disarmament Conference at 
Geneva, Dr. Feldman said that disarmament would not take p'‘ace 
until the mentality of the people had been changed towards Pesce. 
And he would say that in this connection, that the Teachers who 
were working in the Talmud Torahs were the delegates af home to 
the Disarmament Conference. 

Miss MirniAM Mosgs, J.P., proposed a vote of thanks to Mrs. 
Irwell to whore werk for the Cause of Judaism she paid tribute. 

Mr. BAnNETT JANNER, M.P., seconded the vote of thanks. and 
said it was not becoming to the Jewish people that teachers ina 
Talmud Torah should sometimes actually bave to wait for. their 
salaries. Men and women of neble ideas who were giving of the 
best years of their lives for the promotion of a proper understanding 
of their literature and history should not te discouraged in their 
work. 

Mr. M. H.. Davis, L.C.C., in proposing a vote of thanks to the 
Chief Rabbi, said that the Federation cf Synagogues, whom he was 
representing that day, had watched with interest and pleasure the 
way in which Dr. Hertz bad protected what had been handed down 
to them by their forefathers. 


Mr. L. EDELSHALN seconded the vote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi. 


East End Jewry. 
ADDRESS BY THE REV. B. N. MICHELSON. 


Last week, at a mecting of the Literary Section of the Barnes Weslev 
Guild, the Rev. B. N. Michelson delivered an address on “ East End 
Jewry.’ He showed plainiy the enormous improvements which have 
been effected in the East End in the last half-century in morals, housing, 
standard of living anl respec: for law and order. In 1882 occurred the 
influx to Loudon of thousands of Polish Jows who had fled from the 
tyranny of Russian imperialism, and Mr. Michelson described how the 
orderiy habits and capacity for hard work of those Jewish imm'grants 
slowly but surely brought to the worst areas of London an improvement 
in general conditions. 

The logical mind and love of work of Jews as a whole, th ‘ 
t nued, were well known. He attributed their success in 
the training in Jewish religion, history and law, which they all. received in 
their youth. That training equipped them with good weapons for the 
stern battle of life, and although the Jewish immigrants of fifty years 
ago were penviless and of poor physique, they brought to the Kast’ End 
a determination to oa ager their statas and an ability to seize oppor- 
tunities of work, which had a great effect on all their neighbours. He 
explained thateven to-day the sume thirst for improvement was evident in the 
Jews of Whitechapo!, who numbered about 40 per cent. of the population of 
that district. For example, in the month of November, 1931, the Whitecha 
Pablic Library issued nearly 44,000 volumes, which was almost double the 
number issued by the corresponding libraries of Limehouse, St. George’s and 
Mile End.

Victoria Memorial Jewish Hospital. 
From our Correspondent. 


The Annual Meeting of Subscribers to the Hospital was held 
last Sunday. There were present the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress 
for whom a guard of honour was provided by a detachment of the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade, 

In submitting the twenty-eighth Annual Report and Balance- 
sheet, Mr. NATHAN LASKI, J.P., the President, stressed the efficiency 
and cconomy of the administration. He said that less was being’ 
spént per headthan in any other hospital, and that the food was 
Kasher. The out-patients no longer made 
it necessary for patients to wait more than five minutes before 
receiving attention, and jn that way 10,000 hours of the patients’ 
time had been saved. Since the initiation of the Young Collectors’ 
effort, over £2,000 had been raised. ‘The growing number of motor 
accident cases was a heavy drain on the Hospital's resources ; 
and, though hundreds of pounds had been spent, the returns had 
amounted to only £28. During the year, the following contracts for 
new buildings and equipment had been placed: A block comprising a 
new Children’s Ward, Board Room,General Offices, Secretary's Office, 
Massage Department, X-Ray and Sunlight Department. Another 
block would give facilities for Kitchens, Boiler House, Dining Room, 
General Ward, Laundry and Private Patients’ block. A new 
Mortuary was being constructed, comprising Jewish Chambers, 
with Watchers’ an Ablution Rooms; Christian Chamber, with 
sma!l Chapel, and Post-Mortem Examination Theatre. The new 
Theatre block will contain two operating Theatres, Anwesthetising 
Room, Sterilizing and Surgeons’ Rcoms, etc. It is also intended to 
have for the private devotion of Jewish patients a room in which 
memorial windows may be installed at £100 per window. The 
electric lighting and heating and domestic services had been renewed 
throughout the Institution. Mr. Laski thanked the medical and 
surgical staff and the other officia!s for their good work. 

Mr. R. BArrow-Sicree, the Treasurer, in seconding the motion, 
referred to Mr. Laski’s fifty years of communal service. The 
Hospital's expenditure, he said, had been £2,900 in excess of the 
income. The adverse balance had been brought dcwn ccnsiderably 
The cost of the In-Patients was £8,455 in 1931, as against £8,614 im 
1980: and that of the Out-Patients £5,295, as against £4,403. The 
new. extensions, it was hoped, would be self-suppcriing. The 
special income for that scheme amounted to £8,577, while the 
expenditure during the year amounted to £4,713. Legrcies of 
£1,005 (from the executors of Stafford Sassoon) and {4:00 from an 
annuity of the late S. Nathan had been received. He appealed for 
more workers. 

The Lorp Mayor supported the resolution. By his visit, he 
said, he had come to realise the great charitable activities carried 
on by the Jews in the city. He had nothiveg but high commendation 
for the Victoria Memorial Hospital, the efficiency and scope of which 
fully justified its recognition by the State as a School for Nurses. 

Mr. Ropert BELL proposed the re-election of the .following 
officers: Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., Chai:man; Mrs. P. M. Quas-Cohen, 
Deputy Chairman; Messrs. R. Barrow-Sicree, Treasurer ; Neville 
Blond, Hon. Secretary.

Jews and Disarmament.

A meeting on disarmament was held at the Empire Theatre on 
Sunday evening, at which the Lord Bishopof Ripon presided. The 
meeting was held under religious auspices, and among the members 
of the Jewish Community on the platform were the Rey. Dr. J. Abel- 
son, Professor Brodetsky, Sir Montague Burton and Dr. John Gordon 
Dr. Brodetsky said that the ideal of universal peace was first 
announced to the world by the ancient Prophets of Israel, and the 
present-day tendency in that direction was really a return to the 
ancient Jewish aspiration. If there was any nation on earth that 
knew the horrors of war and its dreadful consequences, he said, it 
was the Jews. who, particulary in many countries of Eastern Europe, 
were sufferivg evils which were g disgrace to present-day civilisation. 

Among the pulpit references made during the week-end 
throughout the city, was one by the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson who 
deyoted bis sermon to the question of Disarmament, at the Belgrave 
Street Synagogue on Sunday. Dr. Abelson said that it was earnestly 
to be hoped that the united vo'ce of world-wide Jewry would make 
itself felt on the question of Disarmament. Thirteen years after 
the cessation of the War, Jews in certain lands of darkness were 
still being libelled with the taunt that they had been foremost in 
engineering the War. It was high time, he eaid, that that li’ el 
upon the Jewish race was silenced. He prayed that the Divine 
blessing would rest upon the members of the Disarmament 


i Conference now sitting at Geneva, and that the work which they 
a would eccomplish would inaugurate a happier era for all the. 
| « families of mankind. 


Presentation to Mr. Moses Myers. 

The Jewish Young Men’s Institute was filled last Sunday by the 
mc mbers and representatives of the Jewish Communit:r, when an 
illuminated address was presented, on behalf of the members, to 
Mr. Mos s Myers on the occasion of his seventieth birthday celebra. 
tion, Mr. Myers was one of the founders of the Institute thirty. 
five years ago, and has for many years acted in the capacity of Hon. 
President, a position which he still holds. Alderman H. Morris, J.P., 
who presided, said that when the necessity arose for founding a 
recreational centre for the young Jews of Leeds, it was Mr. Myers 
who was foremost in taking up the cause, and his interest in the 
Institute remained unabated. Although Mr. Myers was now living in 
Harrogate, it was gratifying to point out that his adhesion to every 
communal movement that went on in the Leeds Community was as 
vital as ever. 

The Rey. Dr. J. Abelson, read the address which placed on 
record Mr. Myers’ grea’ services to the institute and to the Com. 
munity generally. Dr. Apelson said that he endorsed every word 
written in the address and wished Mr. Myers many more years of 
useful, communal activity. 

~ Mt. Maurice Stross (Vice-Chairman of the Institute) thavght 
that Leeds Jewry was specially privileged in possessing a man like 
‘Mr. Myers who, in both bis work and personality, exemplified some 


of the best ¢ istics of a Jew and a citizen. Mrod. Goldman 
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and Councillor S. Wolfson associated themselves with the tributes 
to Mr. Myers. 

In responding, Mr. Myers said that he was overwhelmed with 
the kindness that had been shown to him. What gratified him 
most, was the presence that day of many of the older mombers of 
the Community, with whom he had worked during the days of his 
youth. The Young Men's Institute was conducted on lines which 
gave dignity to the Community generally, and it was also the means 
for bringing together young Jewish people and enabling them to 
b come equipped with the characters that were essential for the 
production of proper citizens. He would continue to evince the same 
interest in the progress of the Institute, as he had done in the past.

Rome ‘and Judza.—VI. 


By AUNTIE. 


AST week, you will recall we had 
reached the assassination of Jdu-ius 
Cesar and the appearance on the 
scene of Herod, son of the crafty 
Antipater. Cassius, one of the chicf leaders 
of the conspiracy against Cwsar (you will 
remember his famous quarrel ecene. with 
Bruius in Shakespeare's play), came to Syria 
and laid heavy contributions on Judwa for 
the upkeep of his army. Antipater entrusted 
the raising of this tribute to a favourite of 
Hyreanus, a popular leader named Malich, 
and to his two sons Phasael and Herod. 
Malich woul not unduly press the people for 
the tax, but Herod and his brother, in order 
to win the favour of the R mans, went about 
their task with great severity and so earned 
the hatred of the peop‘e. 

Malith, probably rightly, attributed the 
evils from which the. people were suffering 
to Antijater and his family, and when 
Hyreanus was entertaining Autipater, Malich 
contrived that he should be poisoned. Our 
Rabbis tcll us cfime always 
crime, at d so it was in this case. Malich 
was lured to Tyre and there murdered at the 
instance of Herod. Herod sternly suppresscd 
a revolt which the death of the popular 
Malich ecexsioned, and in order to strengthen 
his own position he persua led Hyreanns to 
give him his granddaughter, tho beautifal 
aud clever Mariamne, to be bi¢ wile. Herod 
thus became united with a descendant of the 
Hlasmoneaus. 

MARK ANTONY, 

Meanwhile Mark Antony, the friead of 
Cma3sr, avenged his death at the Dattle of 
Philippi, aud visited Syria, The Jews sent 
him a depufation to complain bitterly of their 
fufferings under the barsh rule of Herod and 
Phasacel. Jub Llerod contriv ed, by rich 
presents, to win Antony over to his side, and 
he and bis brother were appointed Tetrarchs 
or g.vernors of the land, But Mark Antony 
soon became enslaved by the charms of 
the Egyptian queen Cleopatra; his army, 
neglected by their leader, hecame dissipated ; 
and so the Parthians, the Persian tribe whom 
we have met before, invaded Asia Minor once 
‘more and were persuaded to aid Antigonus, a 
sod of Aristobulus, to regain the throne, 

HeERop IN ECLIPSE. 

Phasael and Hyreanus were seized. The 
former took his own life in prison. Hyrcanus 
was carried off as a prisoner to Parthia, and 
his ears were cut off to render him no longer 
capable of fanctioning as High Priest, as no 
one who was mutilated could act as priest. 
Those were cruel days! Hered.escaped to 
Arabia, whence he made his way to Egypt 
and then to Rome. Antigonus -ascended the 
throne. But he did not understand how to 
unite the people and demonstrate to the 


-Romans that he would be a valuable ally. 


He merely set about trying to destroy the 
power of the Idummans and laid up future 
trouble for himself. He was a vain man, and 
on one occasion, as he was being escorted 
home after the Day of Atonement Service, 
he was annoyed because the crowd deserted 
him to assemble round the sages Shemaya 
and Abtalion whom they met on the-way. 


the latter greeted Antigonus, he answered 


rudely : “May the strangers go in peace” 
(alluding to the fact that Shemaya and 
Abtalion were remotely descended from 
proselytes). The sages retorted: “The 
strangers go in peace, for they do the work 
of peace, unlike the som of Aaron who does 
not do the work of Aaron (seek peace and 
pursue it).” 

Next week we shal! learn of Herod’s return 
to power.
